SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


SYNAGOGUE 


HERE are a very large num- 
ber of Jews and Jewesses in 
our country who do. not 
belong to a synagogue. If we com- 
pare the number of members of 


all the synagogues in London with 


the Jewish population of our great 
city, we must realise that the pro- 
portion is alarming. If we compare 
further those who are, by an annual 
payment of dues, members. of 
synagogues, with those who attend 
more or less regularly, all of us 
must be apprehensive for the 
future. 

The great increase of intermarriages 
bears witness to the lack of Jewish 
background and indifference to the 
demands of Jewish life among all sec- 
tions of Anglo-Jewry. Why is this”? 


The first reason is the change in the 


attitude of the modern world to reli- 
gion. Most of us-~-Jews as well as 
Christians——live by faith far less than 
did our ancestors. , The material world 


hems us in more and more. Standards 


of living are higher, and men-—and 
women—have to work harder ; and in 
every department competition compels 
a disproportionate concern with the 


struggle for 4 livelihood. 


Public entertainment. takes people 
away from their homes, and most 
synagogues are far less the centre of 
community life than they used to be. 
But above all, the influence of Jewish 
home life has decayed. That vital 
safeguard, the Friday night; is broken 
down in so many Jewish homes. 


"THERE is a further reason: syna- 

-gogue-going has gone out of 
fashion. The Jew has fallen under the 
same evil influences as the formerly 
church-going Christian. 

But all these ways of accounting for 
lack of interest in the synagogue do 
not completely explain the present 
situation. Behind all these reasons 
lies the decay of godliness. Modern 


had a profound influence upon the 
policies of that time and the. objects of 
the Allies.

It is just they who feel deeply about 
all this who are deeply étnterested. in 
the synagogue.

who have forgotten, or whose lives are,

The. preacher so often speaks to 
those who are, so to say, converted. 


They who are not there, they are most

And 
they are today the majority.

leaders to repeat the old words: 
that Israel has always been saved by 
a. remnant. But what about the 
Others ? We cannot and dare not leave 
them alone. They are our responsi- 


bility. 


How can they be brought back ? 
How can their hearts be turned so 
that they Seek the synagogue dgain, 


so that they confess their need of all 


that the synagogue has to offer”? 
These are grave and insistent ques- 
tions. How are they to be answered ? 
The terrible warning of the Prophet 
Ezekiel comes to mind: “ Shall it not 
be in the day when I take from them 
their stronghold, the joy. of. their 
glory. the desire of their eyes, and 
the yearning of their soul, their sons 
and their daughters, that . they 
shall Know that I am the Lord” 
(xxiv, 25-27). | 
For the Jew who fails to justify his 
name and his people, who holds the 
heritage of his fathers: of no account, 
there is no future. 
‘his faith, otherwise he is no Jew. The 
synagogue stands for that faith.

“NOT TWO KINDS OF 
TURBOT” 


| Dr. Redcliffe Salaman Criticises 


a Kashrus Statement 
By a JEWISH ‘CHRONICLE Reporter | 


“There is no such thing as two 
kinds of turbot,” Dr. Redcliffe N. 
Salaman, F.R.S., told me this week. 

{He was referring to the incident, 
reported in last week's issue of THE 
JewisH CHRONICLE, which occurred at a 
dinner held by the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion when turbot was served as the. main 


dish. There was some confusion at the 


tables as to the suitability of turbot, 
which is not included in the hst of per- 
mitted foods issued by the Kashrus Com- 
mission (under whose supervision — the 
dinner was being served) because, our 
reporter was informed by the Commis- 
sion, “there are two kinds of turbot, 


only one of which—that with fins and_ 


scales—is kasher.”" The Chief Rabbi left 
his place at the top of the table to 
question the shomer, and the Kashrus 
Commission later declared that the turbot 
served at the dinner was of the kasher 
variety.] 

When I spoke to Dr. Salaman he said 
it was “ monstrous and irresponsible that 
such a Statement should have been made.” 


He based his remarks on the opinion of |

“the highest authority in the land 
zoologists, both nen-Jews, 
declined to name). He said that all 
turbot have scales, though some may have 
different kinds of scales (even as men 
have differently coloured hair and skins). 
In all teleosts the scales are of meso- 
blastic origin and hence bony, while the 
scales of birds and reptiles are epiblastic 
and horny. It was inexcusable, he added, 
that such a false explanation should be 
publicised by those im authority.

Proposing the toast of the Association 
and its President |[Mr. Elath}, Mr. Harold 
Macmillan stressed the close connection 
between the Balfour Declaration and the 
existence of a re-established Jewish State. 
‘What Britain tried to give and what 
Israel took herself. were complimentary 


and not contradictory efforts, Mr. 
Macmillan. declared. 
In reference to the. tension. that 


existed in the Middle East, the Minister 
said that he was glad to see that it had 
‘Jessened a bit in recent months. Mr. 
Macmillan added that there were, of 
course, great problems and many diffi- 
culties, but. they could be solved. by 
negotiations and patience, and, above all, 
by faith, and not by violence and force.

In a tribute to Israel the Minister said 
that what impressed the British people 
most deeply was the © extraordinary 
development of the young State “on a 
scale that almost baffles the imagination.” 
While this was a tribute to Israel's early 
pioneers, he went on, it was at the same 
time an extraordinary example of what 
could be done in the whole Middle East. 
“It is on-these lines that a Solution to 
our, problems. [in that area] could be 
found,” the Minister stated. 

Replying, Elath recalled Israel's 
debt’ to the men. who- shaped and 
implemented the Balfour Declaration, 
especially Sir Winston Churchill and Mr. 
Amery——two of the

Welcoming the British Government’s. 
recemt initiative towards improving the 


present tense situation in the Middle East, 
the Ambassador reaffirmed emphatically 
Israel’s desire and vital interest to reach 
an amicable, just, and honourable settle- 
ment with the Arab States, without which, 
he said, the Middle East could not 
advance. ecanonically. or politically, and 
would, therefore, be “hardly able to 
defend itself against aggression from with- 
out nor to counteract the ever-present 
dangers to its internal security.”

Who could 
blame the Israelis, Mr. Elath asked, for 
their concern when they saw the balance 
of power being tilted by current develop- 
memts against them and in favour of 
their neighbours, who were still nrecon- 
ciled to Israel's very existence ?

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THE SUEZ BASE AND 
ITS HISTORY 


Jewish Role in 
Negotiations 
From a Correspondent — 


With the conclusion of the Anglo- 
Egyptian Agreement a new charter has 
begun in the history and the develop- 
ment of the Suez Canal. 

In view of the grave concern in Israel, 
at what the State regards as a major 
threat to its security resulting from the 
evacuation of the base by the British 
troops, it may be of special interest to 
recall the circumstances of the establish- 
ment of the close association between 
the United Kingdom and the Suez Canal 
and the part played in bringing it about 
by Disraeli and the Rothschilds, nearly 
80 years ago. 


The Rothschild Offer 


In 1874 the Prime Minister was very 
interested in the Canal, and it was not 
without his knowledge or even encourage- 
ment that in:’the spring of that year a 
son of Baron Lionel de Rothschild was 
sent to. Paris to intimate to de Lesseps 
(the head of the company that had built 
the Canal) that the British Government 
might be prepared to buy the entire Suez 
Canal property on suitable terms, . De 
Lesseps, who apparently hoped to obtain 
the financial resources his concern 
required from French capitalists, declined 
the offer. 

On the evening of November 14, 1875. 


Mr. Henry Oppenheimer, a financier with 


large Egyptian interesis. and wide 
nections, informed Mr, 
wood, editor of the Patt Marte Gazette, 
that the Khedive wis negotiating with 
French financiers the sale of 177,000 Suez. 
Canal shares which belonged to him. Mr.

matter to the notice of Disraeli. Mr. 
Greenwood visited the Foreign Office to 
discuss the matter the following day. and 
on November 17 Disraeli obtained the 
assent of the Cabinet to the: purchase.

MRS. L. FRIEDLANDER 


N.B. writes: “Lilian Ruth = Fried- 
lander, whose death at the age of 72 is 
reported from Israel, had a fruitful life, 
but with its full share of sorrow.

YIDDISH BROADCASTS 
FROM ISRAEL 


“ Jamming ” by U.S.S.R. 
To the ESitor of THE JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sirk,—It will be recalled that in Feb- 
ruary, 1953, the. U.S.S.R. severed 
dip'omatic relations with the State of 
Israel, eventually re-establishing them 


in July of that same year. Today, it 
would seem, a. greater degree of 


cordiality has been achieved on the 
political scene, but undoubtedly. cer- 


tain anomalies still exist which con- 
tinue to harass ordinary Jews all over 
the world. . The least important of 
these, bul a none the less annoying 
manifestation ‘of tension, is the con- 
tinued “jamming”. by Soviet radio 
stations of programmes. broadcast to 
Europe by Kol Zion Lagola. 

A paradox has arisen: while pro- 
grammes in English, French, Hebrew, 
and. I believe, Rumanian are allowed to 


go unhindered, any broadcast in Yiddish — 
is mercilessly and completely obstructed. 


While, in fact, approximately the same 
news. and comment. is given im. all 
languages, only the Yiddish programme, 
perhaps the richest in folk-interest and 
music, is blockaded. 

Since Yiddish musi sull be: the language 
of many Jews behind the Iron Curtain, 
one is driven to an interesting conclusion: 
far from accepting the prevalent view 


that Yiddish is a dying, archaic jargon, 


the Soviet authorities appear to con- 
sider it a living force, and one might 
arrive at the hypothesis that this is the 
real reason for an o herwise inexplicable 
action—-namely, the attempt. irrevocably 
to sever the | last. .remaining 
Judaism left to these unhappy people.

HOW TO BE HEALTHY IN ISRAEL 


Challenge 
To the Editor of Tue JEWISH CHRONICLE 


Sik,—Mr. Liff (in his letter last 
week) admits that his “ official” 
figures are Histadrut figures. Despite 
his great parade of statistics and his 
array Of assertions which are purely 
arbitrary, it remains a fact that the 
Kupat Holim Leumit (National Sick 
Fund) is now serving around 200.000 
souls in Israel, and supplying their 
medical needs. Unlike the figures of 
the Histadrut Sick Fund given. by 
Mr. Liff (who is, by the way, the Hista- 
representative in Britain) my 
figures are easily ascertainable, for 
they are quite uncomplicated. | 

1 challenge the figures claimed for the 
so-called “ voluntary” membership of 
the Histadrut’s Kupat Holim. Is it not 
a fact that most of the immigranis who 
came to Israel after 1948 were auto- 
matically registeréd as members of the 
Histadrut’s Kupat Holim, without know- 


‘ing. that was being done on their 


behalf? They were not told that they 
were entitled to a choice between the 
Histadrut’s Sick Fund and the National 


“Sick Fund. 


This applies with greater force to the 


fact that the thousands of Israeli police 
civil servants and families of the 


Regular Army were compelled to join the 
Histadrut’s Sick Fund .against their will. 
Indeed, at the beginning of December, 
1953, Mr. Serlin.’ Health Minister. of 
Israel, demanded that the police and 


other civil servants of the State should 


be freed from the encumbrance of the 
Histadrut’s Sick. Fund and be provided 
direct by the State. This was immedi- 
ately ‘attacked by the Histadrut, and the 


same Mr. Kanev whom Mr. Liff cites: 


as the authority for his statistics was in 
the van. for defeating the Health Minis- 
ter’s reasonable proposal. The Histadrut’s 
Statistician claimed that’ the Histadrut 
could supply a cheaper health service than 
the Government. but the Health Ministry 
disputed these figures. 


The Jewish Agency's Digest (volume 27, 


No. 15, page 354) summarised the Health 


Minister's view as follows: 

is the Ministry's view that the Government 
can afford to offer medical service to its 
employees without their being Histadrut mem- 
bers, and that it is its duty to offer such service 
to all of them, without reference to any’ Party or 
Trade Union affiliation.” 


This brings me back to the demand for 
the nationalisation of health services in 
Israel, which Mr. Liff summarily dismissed 
without troubling to deal with. It was Mr. 
Ben-Gurion. who put the finger on the 
whole issue when he spoke to the con- 
ference of —kibbutzim. recently, He 
declared that this separatism was leading 
to the formation of “two nations: and 
iwo countries.” The Histadrut’s Kupat 
Holim, | maintain, is not a voluntary 
organisation, but is part and parcel of the 
Histadrut’s “separate nation and separate 
country within the State, and this 
explains the obstinacy with which. the 
Histadrut leaders fight every attempt to 
prevent the nationalised service, as well 
as their fight against the truly voluntary 
service of the National Sick Fund, which 
declares. its readiness to merge in a 
nationalised service, 

- The. character of the National Health 
Service in contrast with that of the Hista- 
drut’s is shown by the fact that Kupat 
Holim Leumit has been supported and 
encouraged over the years by personalities 


of all parties outside the  Histadrut— |

Student Visitor’s Impressions.

Israel now began to search, as it 


were, for a spouse who would occupy. 


and look after the empty rooms and 
beget children. Spurned by Western 
Jewry, without access to cloistered 
East European Jewry, Israel proposed 
unlovingly to Moghreb Jewry. 
Moroccan Jewry responded, like a 
father with many tinmarried daughters, 
by offering the least eligible. It is, 
in fact, the most destitute, the most 
disease-ridden Jews who are most 
eager to give themselves to Israel. 
Even with the new moderate form of 
selective aliya, quite half of the intend- 
ing immigrants in Morocco are 
unacceptable. 

- Tf Israel acts the part of the reluc- 
tant bridegroom, Moroccan Jewry 
makes matters worse by its fickleness. 
The bride flings herself at Israel when 
Arab terrorist bullets are flying, when 


economic life is stagnant, when no- 
more lucre is to be had from the build- 


ing of American air bases, and recoils 
the moment conditions improve. It is 
yea one moment, nay the next. The 
Israeli emissaries who are in Morocco 
arranging the marriage of convenience 
are depressed. Soon, they say, Israel 
will have a majority of primitive, 
Oriental. swift-breeding Jews, and the 
country is doomed to become a back- 
ward, perilously feeble country, unless 


miraculous happens and 200,000 


cultured Jews—that, for some reason, 
is the agreed figure—immigrate from 


fully civilised lands.

- Very different is the picture as seen

hastened to take up arms and Jay 
down their lives for Israel in the war 
of independence against the. Arabs. 
When the great victory was. won, 
Moroccan Jews in. their tens. of 
thousands began an exodus to Israel, 
without the leadership of a Moses or 
an Aaron; not ‘even. the bloody 
pogroms of  Oujda~ arid Djerada, 
designed to cool their ardour, could 
them. Disenchantment 
awaited them in the Promised Land. 
They thought to sit under a palm tree 
in the Holy City, drinking mint tea

millennium was.at hand. No one had 


forewarned them that in Israel they 
would be expected to water the soil | 


with the sweat of their brow. They 
were quartered in camps where théy 
were not even given the possibility of 
doing any. work, and yet were 
upbraided as lazy good-for-nothings. 
It was the contempt they met that 
hurt most of all,

can mellahs were possibly in far worse 
condition than the children of Israel 
who iaboured as bondsmen for the 
Pharaohs. And spiritually they were 
surely little better off. They had 
fondly imagined, or rather vaguely 
felt, that just by crossing the Mediter- 
ranean in a week—without forty years 
of wandering in the wilderness—they 
could change from serfs to free men. 
It maddened them to find themselves 
suffering from a sense of inferiority 
in their very own country. They 


were, they fancied, the victims of gross 


discrimination. Some returned to the 
mellah again to become Jewish slaves 
to the Moorish slaves of the French, 
in preference to being the despised 
Jews of other Jews in the Jewish State. 
But 40,000 Moroccan Jews stayed on 
in Israel, and their youthful élite, con- 
quering the desert—in themselves and 
underfoot—-have already established 
22 agricultural settlements. many of 
which stand as strategic strongholds at 
the exposed frontiers. 


After passing the first stage of selec- 


‘tion—and since birth certificates were 


a thing unknown in Morocco until a 
couple of years ago, no family head 
admits to being above 45 and no 


youth to under 18—candidates 


proceed to have passport photos taken 
and undergo. exhaustive medical 
examinations, nearly always at the 
expense of the Jewish Agency, for 
most of these people are penniless. 
And then comes the most awesome 
day of judgment, when the final 
decision is taken by a panel headed 
by a doctor sent over from Israel by 
the Ministry of Health for the especial 
purpose of preserving the State frem 
becoming a vast home for the sick.

The whole family is definitely rejected 
if there is a paralytic, lunatic, idiot, 
or other dependant afflicted with a 
serious incurable or contagious disease. 
No attempt is made at the almost 
impossible task of carrying out 
morality checks, of weeding out 
thieves, prostitutes, and beggars. Some 
of the rowdiest and most. pathetic 
scenes occur when an aged and 


widowed mother or elderly parents, 


whose. sons and daughters have 
preceded them to Israel, are turned 
away because’ the’ thoughtlessly 
drafted regulations require that a 
family breadwinner shall be on hand 
at the time of application in~ the 
Diaspora. The old folk weep and 
shout, demanding why should they. 
who may have sons in the Israeli. 
Army, be penalised. as against other 
people whose children are still in 
Morocco. | 


Kissed and Abused 


The young official in charge of the 
Jewish Agency mellah bureau, himself 
a Moroccan Jew, wears an air of 
divine supercilious severity ; but even 
that does not save him from_ being 
alternately kissed upon the head and 
abused as a sal marocain (* dirty 
Moroccan”). For his protection, 
however, there is a Moroccan Jewish 
“ chucker-out ” in a gaudy American 


shirt, an immense mountain of a man 


with wondrously glowing, charcoal 
eyes, a big gaping mouth, and vast 
unshaven chin. whose services to the 
Jewish cause are an incalculable loss 
to Hollywood.

IT was a measure of the importance which 
the problem of Arab-Israeli relations holds 
in the world today that at least three-quarters 
of the time spent by the House of Commons 
on Tuesday in discussing Middle Eastern 
affairs was devoted to this particular aspect. 
The debate was on a high level and from 
all parts of the House the conviction was 
expressed that until the running sore of 
Arab-Israeli enmity was healed there would 
be no real peace in the Middle East. It 
was, therefore, gratifying to find that Sir 
ANTHONY EDEN has now reached the con- 
clusion that a very high priority must be 
given to solving this problem, not only in the 
interests of the peoples themselves but also 
of the world at large. | 


It is significant that the rancour which 
not so many years ago always managed 
somewhere or other to creep into Parlia- 


_ mentary debates on the Middle East has now 
_ given place to a balanced and sympathetic 


attitude towards the countries involved. It 
was a step forward when the Labour 


- Government in 1950 issued, in conjunction 


with the United States and France, the 
Tripartite Declaration guaranteeing Israel’s 
frontiers. Latterly, however, owing to the 
bellicose position taken up by the Arab 
States, Israel has, understandably, considered 


that this Declaration could not be regarded 


as an assurance of its safety, and has 
pressed for something more specific. The 
Foreign Secretary on Tuesday went some 
way to answer this criticism, for he said 
categorically that the terms of the 1950 
Declaration “most certainly bind us to go 


to the help of Israel if she is attacked by an- 


Arab State.” He added that they bind not 


only Great Britain but also the United States | 


and France. This elucidation of what the 
Powers meant by “immediately taking 
action” to prevent a violation of its fron- 


tiers should help to assuage Israel’s fears. 
_ Sur ANTHONY also made some effort to meet 


the persistent criticism that the. Govern- 
ments decision to supply arms to Egypt, 
now that the Anglo-Egyptian Agreement 


has. been completed, would put Israel at a 


serious military disadvantage. He declared 


that in the matter of arms deliveries “ we 


shall continue to keep a balance as between 
Israel and the Arab States collectively.” He 
recognised that anything in the nature of 
an arms race would be “ quite disastrous in 
the present much-inflamed atmosphere.” 
This statement, too, should help to calm 
Israeli fears, though it may be asked why, 
in these circumstances, Britain agreed to 
raise the embargo. Presumably the answer 
would be that such a step was necessary in 
order to achieve the Suez Agreement... 


We were promised that the signing of that 


Agreement would put Great Britain in a far 


more favourable position to exercise its 


influence over Egypt to lessen its hostility © 


towards Israel. Unfortunately, that has not 
yet come to pass. 
required, for it has been quite evident, from 


recent events in Egypt, that Colonel NASSER © 


has had to face severe opposition, especially 
from the Moslem Brotherhood, for what has 


been considered his weakness in negotiating 
with Britain. In reply he has shown, on the — 


one hand, a determination to suppress the 
Moslem Brotherhood and, on the other, he 
has pandered to the masses by making 
inflammatory speeches against Israel. At 


the same. the. 


arrest of a number of Egyptian Jews on 
various trumped-up charges. These hapless 


victims of Colonel Nasser’s political diffi- 


culties are reported to have suffered torture 
under interrogation and to be denied so far a 
fair trial. Meanwhile, the affair of the ship 
the Bat Galim has come up again in 
the Security Council. Sir ANTHONY con- 
fined himself on this subject to reiter- 
ating the Government’s view that “ Egypt 
is acting unlawfully in stopping even 
strategic cargoes bound for Israel from 
going through the Canal.”

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internal and external affairs is being closely 
watched abroad. 


The debate should do a good deal to | 


clarify the issues at stake in the Middle East, 
and the Foreign Secretary's assurances that 
both in the military and political sphere he 


was thinking constructively about these 


problems will be widely welcomed. In 
particular, it is gratifying to observe that 
the once-popular conception that these 
matters could be safely left in the hands of 


the United Nations has been abandoned and 


that Great Britain has returned to the 
recognition that it has a paramount duty 
to perform in bringing peace to an area in 
which it is vitally interested. Sir ANTHONY 
seems to have taken heart from his successes 
in other parts of the world and to be deter- 
mined that his skill in negotiation shall also 
be employed in the interests of Israel and 
the Arab States.

Tue third annual celebration of Hebrew 
University Week, arranged by the Friends 


of the Hebrew University in this country, — 


is now being held. As in the past, the 
moral and material support of the Anglo- 
Jewish community is again asked on behalf 


of the great institution which is playing so 


signal a part in the life of Israel and indeed 
of the whole Jewish people. The paramount 
event of the current year has been the starting 


of building operations on the new site in 


Greater Rehavia. Although the fine buildings 


on Mount Scopus are still inaccessible, 


the University maintains the hope. that 


an agreement will be reached about access 


to them in not too distant a future. But 


In any case the’ buildings there will be much 


too small for present needs. While the 
‘number of students on Mount Scopus never 
amounted to more than about a thousand, 
the number of students today is more than 
3,000, and new faculties have also been 
established.. It has, therefore, 
imperative to erect new buildings, and a 
splendid site has been put at the disposal 
of the . University by the Government. 


Already the first buildings are going up with © 


remarkable speed, and the visitor is 


impressed by the vision of a new University | 


City at the western outskirts of Jerusalem. 
The Friends of the University in Britain are 
concentrating their efforts on the establish- 
ment of a new library. During the six years 
that the library on Mount Scopus has been 
virtually inaccessible, the University has 


collected again almost half a million books — 
and periodicals, many of which cannot be 


used for lack of space and facilities. “ The 
People of the Book,” therefore, are at present 
without a library, and this situation presents 
a challenge to every Jew. In addition, hostels 
for students are urgently needed, and the 
Friends in this country are devoting them- 
selves also to this task. The University 
today has become the central institution of 
learning in the country. It nourishes almost 
all layers of life, providing teachers, civil 
servants, scientists, lawyers, and doctors for 
the country, and also assisting the Army in 
the field of science. Not only is it the nerve 
centre of Israel, but it is one of the main 
links with the outside world, with the univer- 


sities and the learned institutions in all lands.

Repercussions of Fascism 


We are naturally most interested jin the 
references to the situation created before the 
recent war by the rise of fascism and Nazism, 
which had unpleasant repercussions 


in this country. The police, it will be remem- 


bered, were exposed to much criticism by the 
community during the pre-war vears. It was 
alleged that they showed a bias in favour of 
fascists, and that it was too often the innocent 
who were arrested after a riotous assembly, 
while the real culprit got off. The problem was 


-. an-extremely difficult one, because there was no 


doubt that many elements were anxious to 
cause trouble, and the community, represented 


by the Board of Deputies,. had before it one of 


its most difficult tasks in endeavouring to per- 
suade incensed coreligionists not to take the lav 


_ into their own hands, nor to give opportunity 


to law-breakers who acted so often as agents 
provocateurs. 
the people at the top were strictly impartial, 
there were no doubt occasions when the smaller 
men did show a bias which did not reflect to 
the credit of the great Force to which they 
belonged. Happily, these days are over, but 
though efforts have been made, as Sir Harold 
points out, to renew the agitation by the fascists, 
in their most provocative form, he had no 
hesitation in invoking the Public Order Act of 
1936 and gradually the situation became easier 


and the fascist movement has now become, to 


all intents and purposes, a losing cause. |

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KEREN KAYEMET—TODAY A

HEN the Zionist Congress 
in 1951 decided to make 
the income of the Keren 

Kayemet entirely dependent on its 
own resources, some of our friends 
were sceptical and predicted a 


decline in the Fund’s activities. 


However, in almost all countries the 
revenue has increased and new 
forces have joined the ranks of that 
indomitable army of J.N.F. key- 
workers. | 

This, no doubt, is in the _ first 
instance due to the great and radical 
changes which 
the Keren Kaye- 
met has wrought 
on the Israeli 
scene. Although 
in the years of 
Statehood impor- 
tant transactions 
have been made 
also in the field aye oes, 
both in the way 
of transfer of 
roperty a ol 
direct purchases “Grane 
from non-Jewish sources—the main 
weight of the Fund’s operations has 
shifted to “creating” new land. Only 
ina country where a mere quarter of 
its territory is under cultivation and 
the greater part is still desert, rocks, 
and sand dunes, can the immensity of 
such a task be comprehended. The 
mission of the Keren Kayemet to 
revive the wastes has. caught the 
imagination of the Jewish people, as 
much as in pre-State days the redemp- 
tion of land from the hands of

The Keren Kayemet is 


practically the only institution in Israel 
on which the burden falls to redeem 
the land from wilderness. There are 
three large areas of Jand reclamation 
which each require a_ different 
approach, a different technique, and a 
different type of work—the hills, the 
Negev, and the swamps. The most 
dramatic, and, at the same time, the 
most far-reaching of the J.N.F.’s 
reclamation projects is the drainage of 
the Hula swamps, which has proceeded 
in the face of external difficulties and 
now has reached a phase where the 
results become strikingly evident. The 


first stage of widening and deepening 


the River Jordan has been successfully 
completed, and the second stage, now 
in progress in the centre of the 
swamps, is approaching its climax. 


Man-made channels, 38 yards wide 


and altogether over 24 miles long, 
have cut their way

_ Another hill area covered by the 
J.N.F. programme. is the Jerusalem 
region. Here the problem is to find 


a source of food for the population

—in other words, to provide an 
agricultural hinterland for Jeru- 
salem. For this purpose the Jerusalem 
corridor has been sub-divided into 
three large reclamation districts, 
which will, after the necessary stone 
clearance, terracing, and irrigation, 
produce field crops, fruits, vegetables, 
and dairy products. ° 

The third great responsibility of the 
Fund is the development of the Negev, 


where the J.N.F. is a partner of the 


Negev Authority, responsible for the 
opening up of the entire area. There 
are close and historic links between the 
J.N.F. and that southern desert of 
Israel, for it was the Fund which, in 
1943, established the first three settle-- 
ment outposts from which there has 
grown today a network of over 50 
villages, For many years the J.N.F. 
bore the sole burden of colonisation 
in the Negev. In the past few years 
the Fund has. concentrated there

HERE is 
impression that the J.N.F. is 
merely a fund-raising orga- 
nisation which loses no opportunity 
to “cash in” on any project which 
is likely to appeal to the public 
sentiment.

ever-encroaching desert, high winds, 
and shifting sand dunes. For the first 
time the Fund, not long ago, reached 
out to the shores of the Dead Sea 
and undertook a pilot project at Ein 
Gedi, famed in the Bible for its vine- 
yards and now desolate and barren, 
to restore. the fertility of yore. 
These are a ‘few salient points of 
the all-embracing programme of the 
Keren Kayemet, but they may suffice 
to prove that the tasks of the Fund 
require a strong. and _ independent 
Organisation also in the future. This 
does not exclude a closer and more 
co-ordinated land policy with the State 
of Israel. The fact that 90 per cent 
of Israel's holdings are in public 
ownership may enable us to solve the 


agrarian problem in a lasting and con- 
structive manner. I envisage a joint 
land authority of the State of Israel 
and the Keren Kayemet, which would 
administer the land and lease it 
according to the principles of the 
Keren Kayemet. That body would 
act as yet another link between the 
Zionist Movement, acting through the 
Keren Kayemet; and the State of 
Israel. Should such a concept be 
agreed upon the status of the Keren 
Kayemet as an equal partner of the 
State in its unified land policy would 
be further enhanced and contribute 
greatly to securing the popular support 
required from the Jewish world to 
enable it to carry out its vital tasks.

SIGMUND GESTETNER 


XACTLY 100 years ago the 
inventor of the modern 
duplicating machine was born 
in the Hungarian town of Czorna. 


At 17 he was a clerk on the Vienna 


Stock Exchange, a job he was able 
to keep just long enough to resent 
the labour involved in copying over 
and over again long rows of figures. 
Then he went to New York, but 
the streets were not paved with 
gold for this 


his friends of the Marks, Sieff, and 
Sacher families, at the helm of a great 
and efficient fund-raising movement. 

The influence of mén like Gestetner 
is bound to grow in the new climate 
of Zionism, which has not yet found a 
job for the old-type ideological 
federations to do. He commands the 
utmost loyalty by his own generosity 
and by his readiness to deal with 
tedious day-to-day routine. 
almost every member of. the J.N.F, 


‘particular kerb-- 
‘side salesman. 


He experimented 
with fibrous papers 
—the strength of 
resilience in an old 
Japanese kite gave 
him the idea—and

The year was 1897, 
coinciding with the summoning of the 
first Zionist Congress and an epoch 
when British: Jews were devout, 
‘bourgeois, and confident. Sigmund 
Gestetner bears the stamp of his 
generation; but has little 
of its complacency or materialism. 
Undoubtedly it is his association 
through the years with the Zionist 
cause and his profound faith in the 
spiritual message of Judaism that has 
protected him from complete assimila- 
tion. A successful farmer (his estate 
in Sussex comprises almost 700 acres).

Defence Overrun by Wolverhampton

Israel's football champions, Tel 
Aviv Maccabi, beaten by Arsenal at 
Highbury, sustained heavy defeats, 
emphasising further that their standard 
is still below that of English League 
teams. | 

Two. days after playing Arsenal, the 
Israelis went. to Wolverhampton—on 
Thursday of last week-—and suffered a 
humiliating 10-0 defeat. The Wolves, 
the English League champions, gave one 
‘ of their most dazzling displays of the 
season and completely overran the 
Maccabi defence. 

Mistakes in team composition and 
“tactics were made by Maccabi, Glazer, 
the centre-forward, was played at left- 
hick. and he. had little chance of stop- 
ping Hancocks, the Wolves right-winger. 
Maccabi were handicapped by the fact 
that after 22. minutes, Ben-Dor, who had 
played so well at Highbury, was injured 
and his place taken by the reserve, Buch.

mission to use other likely buildings had 
been refused. The derelict, empty house 
at 126 Lordship Road was. ‘the only 
solution.” 


That the kindergarten was an essential 


part of the Stoke Newington Jewish 
Orthodox community was claimed by 
Rabbi Dr. S, Schonfeld, Presiding Rabbi 
of the Union of Orthodox Hebrew Con- 
gregations.. He. asserted that if . the 
kindergarten went out of existence, it 
could be felt that the existence of the 
community was drawing to a close. 
Mr: R.S. Barnes, for the L.C.C., said 


-it' was the Council’s argument that. 126 
Lordship Road was not suttable for use 


as a kindergarten and they took the 
view that more suitable premises 
could be found. The L.C.C, had con- 
sidered allowing a three-year. period at 
126 Lordship Road, if no objections were 
made by adjoining residents. But objec- 
tions on grounds of ‘noise had been 
received, he said. 

The inquiry was closed. The site is to 
be inspected, and the Minister’s decision

In the case of the disabled. and 
especially the blind. crafts can, and often 
do. lead to rehabilitation. Patients can 
be coaxed, but never forced to do craft- 
work. The work must be cnjoyed to 
be well done.

‘Rough Puff Pastry 
RouGH puff pastry is excellent for pies, 


‘patties, tarts, and tartlets. 


To 4 lb. of plain flour allow 4-6 oz. 
of fat, 1 teaspoonful of lemon juice, and 
The fat can be mar- 
garine or cooking fat or a mixture of 
both; it must be cold and firm and the 
— used for mixing must also be very 
cold... 


Sieve the flour and salt into a bowl, 
add the fat cut into small pieces (about 
the size of a smal] nut) without rubbing 
it in. Add the lemon juice and enough 
cold water to mix to a fairly stiff dough, 
using a knife for the mixing. Turn out 
on to a floured board, press the pastry 
lightly together, making edges straight 
before rolling. Handle as little as possible 
and do noi knead the pastry. Roll out 
into a strip about 6 or 7 inches wide, 
‘keeping edges straight 
square. Fold in three, half turn, so that 
open edge is towards you, and roll again. 
Repeat the folding and rolling 3 times 
more but leave the pastry to stand in a 
cool place (fridge if available) for a 
short time between the second and third 
and. after the fourth rolling.

Remove the skin from sausages and cut 
in -halves lengthways and then in halves 
across.

AIDING JEWS IN 
MOROCCO 


Appeal to British 
Community 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


An appeal to British Jewry to join— 


forces with French, American, and 
various international Jewish organisa- 
tions working for the emancipation of 
the “long-forgotten” Jews of 
Morocco was made by Mr.. Alfonso 
Y. Sabah, a leader of the Casablanca 
community, in an interview.

he said, the number of graduates had 
been fewer than ten per year. Today there 
were 120 students at the Faculty and the 
number of graduates was between 25 and 
30 ‘annually, ali of whom were easily 
absorbed in the expanding economy 
of the country. 
Paying a_ tribute to the. Technion 
Society of Great Britain, Prefessor 
Heimann stated that this and «similar 
societies in other colintries were impor- 
tant not only to Israel, for whose 
scientific imstitutions they mobilised funds 
and good will, but also for Jewish 
scientists in the Diaspora. !

Mr. Isaiah Berlin’s Views 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter — 


In an address on “The Ends of | 


Life.” given to the Maccabzans at a 
meeting held at 33 Seymour Place, on 
Monday, Mr. Isaiah Berlin, C.B.E., 
spoke about certain Jewish values, 
notions, and concepts which, he said, 
were at variance with the general ideas 
on the purposes of life held by non- 
Jewish philosophers and theologians. 
The speaker stated that the general 
trend of European philosophy with 


regard to the purpose of human life and: 


the pattern of human behaviour was ulti- 
mately utilitarian. It was a philosophy 
of successful adaptation of the human 
being to his environment, which he tried 
to understand, explore, and be in har- 
mony with in order to follow the main 
purpose of life—the quest for happiness, 


Duty and Integrity 


Jewish particularly in its 
earlier phases, Berlin said, never 
adopted that ceaicest, Jews were called 
upon to do certain things, or to refrain 
from doing them, just for the sake of 


God, but without questioning His ways. . 
When Abraham had been asked by the 


Almighty to sacrifice his’ son, Isaac, he 
had been prepared to do so however 
absurd that command might have seemed. 
Mr. Berlin said that unquestioned self- 
sacrifice and martyrdom for the sake of 
things and values which were worth 
dying for—and without regard to future 
reward—were Jewish notions. So Was

‘JOINT’S’ WATCHFULNESS IN NORTH AFRICA 
Aiding Children in Morocco

PARIS 
The American Joint Distribution 
Committee has adopted an attitude of 
“extreme watchfulness” . in North 
Africa and will continue its work on 
a “flexible basis” to cope with the 


‘uncertain situation there, declared Mr. 


Herbert Katzki, A.J.D.C. Assistant 
Director-General, at the ninth annual 
Overseas conference here this week. 

A message of greeting was received 
from M. Mendés-France, the French 
Prime Minister. The conference, held at 
Unesco House, was opened by Mr. C. 
—— Dillon, U.S.A. Ambassador in 
aris, 

_ Mr. Samuel Haber, A.J.D.C, Director 
in Morocco, told the conference that 
while it should not be assumed that the 
“Joint” could solve the problems of 
Moroccan Jewry, much was being done 
for the welfare of the children and, to 
a. lesser degree, of the adults, to ensure 
the survival in this period of insecurity 


and prepare the way for a happier future. 

Speaking on the position in Tunisia, 
Mr. Henry Levy reported that the fear 
of being forced out of economic and 
social positions had caused a consider- 
able rise in Jewish emigration. In 1953 
only 594 Jews left the country, but in 
the first ten months of 1954, 1,862 persons 
emigrated from Tunisia. 

r. Edward M. M. Warburg, General 
Chairman of the United Jewish Appeal 
in America, said that the U.J.A. had 
decided to spend over $100,000,000 for 
reconstruction and welfare work in Israel 
in 1954. This was the largest sum ever 
given to that country in one year. 

Dr. Giora Josephthal, for the Jewish 
Agency, stressed that Israel was com- 
pelled to compete with the Arab States 
in an “expensive and wasteful”’ arma- 
ments race, forced upon the Jewish State 
by the enormous security budgets of 
the Arab States, by the American mili- 
tary aid to Iraq, by the lifting of the 
embargo on the supply of arms to Egypt. 
and by the British evacuation of the 
Suez Canal base.

Sir Winston Churchill’s Message

JERUSALEM 
A -message from Sir Winston 
Churchill was read by Lord Jowitt at 
the Weizmann memorial meeting at 
the Daniel Sieff Research Institute in 
Rehovot on Tuesday. In a tribute to 


the late Dr. Weizmann, Sir Winston 


said: “We were friends for many 
years and I always admired his 
patience and resolute fesistance to 
violence and extremism. The State 
of Israel, which his vision and tenacity 
did so much to create, is still con- 
fronted by many difficulties. But it 
can rely on us,” the Prime Minister’s 
message concluded, “to do all we can 
to contribute to 
prosperity of the Middle East.”

After direct negotiations last month 
in. Paris the Israeli Government has 
reached agreement with the General 
Arab Refugee Congress of Palestine 
(which has its 
Ramallah, in Jordan, and claims to 
represent 800,000 Arab refugees), on 
procedural arrangements to unfreeze 
the balance of the Arab blocked 
accounts and safe deposits held: in 
Israel. | 

It will be recalled that the Israeli 
Government announced its readiness last 
September to release the balance of the 
blocked accounts on the basis of a 
£3,000,000 loan to be made by Barclays 


Bank, repayable over a number of years, 


The: announcement of the release . of 
the first £1,000,000 was made about two 
years ago when some £700,000 was taken 
up by the refugees, who were at first sub- 


jected to pressure by the Arab States not 


to take advantage of the Israeli offer. 
The new. offer has been made on the 
condition that there will be no further 
obstructive tactics. 

Gideon Raphael, adviser to the 
Foreign Ministry on Middle East Affairs, 
who represented Israel at the Paris nego- 
tiations, stated here on Wednesday. that 
the Israeli Government had been 
approached directly by the Congress to 


expedite arrangements.
